SUDDEN DROP IN RIDERSHIP

You will feel good about yourself for 
doing this. And busses at the beach will take you 
back to Main Street. After the hurricane passes 
and all is clear, look for the green flags, which 
will be posted at the entry stairs to the subway 
stops in Southampton and East Hampton. That 
will mean the “spurs” are back open. Orange 
flags mean we’re not open yet, but please drive 
down to either beach to rejoin in the effort to 
get those entrances back open. As I am sure 
you know, there needs to be two exits to every 
tunnel. Fire department regulations.

BLUEBERRY BLUES 

Police were called to intervene in a dispute at 
a local bakery after a customer, Dr. Lawrence 
Steckel, became agitated over what he said 
was “an inadequate number of blueberries” in 
the blueberry muffin he was eating.

~ Welcome CVS?

or four months now, many residents of 

Bridgehampton have been fighting to keep 
a CVS store from opening on Main Street in that 
town. They have demonstrated on Saturday 
mornings, sometimes as many as 25 of them, 
carrying signs and standing on the street corner 
where the store would be built asking motorists 
to honk if they agree. The corner is at the very 
center of downtown, facing out toward the 
Founders Monument in the middle of Main 
Street. If built on this site, the CVS would be in 
a new building, two stories tall. Whether it gets 
built or not is a very important decision, and | 
think it will be made in the next two months. 

I believe this building should not be built. I 
think what it should be is a historic site that 
tells the story of Bridgehampton’s role in the 
Revolutionary War. The property, currently 
vacant, was home to the historic Wick’s Tavern, 
where those committed to the rebellion are 
said to have often met. (At the time, the 
Hamptons was occupied by the British and 
largely sympathetic to the British.) The tavern 
stood for three centuries on that site and was 
torn down in 1941 to make way for a Shell gas 


_ station, which was later converted to a beer 


and soda store that was also torn down in 2008. 


There was a barn that stood behind Wick’s 
Tavern and it survives—it sits in pieces, unused 
and saved across the street in numbered pieces 
in back of the Nathaniel Rodgers House. It could 
be easily moved to the site and it could serve 
as a museum, perhaps an open-air one, which 
would celebrate Wick’s Tavern and the role it 
played. That would leave room for benches and 
a park. And it would also allow for a description, 
perhaps inside the barn, of the activities of the 
Bridgehampton Militia, which mustered on what 
was then open land directly across the street 
during the Revolution. Members of that militia 
went on to enlist and then marched upstate to 
be part of the defense of Fort Ticonderoga, and 
they ultimately escorted British Redcoats down 
to New York City when that battle ended. 

In all the Hamptons, this was the only site 
where the local militias, Bridgehampton and 
others, trained to fight to create this country. 
And nowhere, except in history books and in a 
little-known quarter-acre park behind Almond 
restaurant across the street is this history 
currently available to the general public. It’s 
a story that deserves to be told. Furthermore, 
a famous flag, the Hulbert Flag, thought to 
have been used by that militia and found in an 
attic in Bridgehampton, survives. But it is in a 
museum in Riverhead.

If a decision is made to allow the CVS to come 
to that corner, this will end forever the chance 
to report this history alive in the center of 
Bridgehampton where it all occurred. It is no 
small thing. 

I should like to say that, as this story has 
unfolded in the last few months, I had at first 
thought having that building for CVS on the 
corner there was a good thing. It would make 
Bridgehampton into a true commercial center 
after years and years of the town playing second 
fiddle to Southampton and East Hampton. And 
the building, its design already approved by the 
Southampton Planning Board, would be worthy 
of the center of town. The property owner, who 
tore down that abandoned gas station/beverage 
barn, had gotten the town to approve the 
construction of a beautiful two-story structure 
of 19th-century Greek Revival design with white 
columns facing out front toward the monument. 
This would, even as a CVS, complement the 
19th-century Topping Rose House on the 
northeast corner and the 19th-century Hopping 
House (aka Nathaniel Rodgers House) on the 
southeast corner, both of which have columns 
out front and are completely restored or almost 
completely restored. On the fourth corner, 
where the militia is said to have paraded, there 
is a white stucco building housing Almond 
restaurant. And there is nothing that can be 
done about that. 

Therefore, putting a Greek Revival building 
on this fourth corner, in spite of serious parking 
problems, was defensible. The Monument 


would mark the eastern end of town. To the 
east of that, on the north and south corners, 
would be the two mansions, one now a public 
inn and the other about to be a museum. To the 
west of the monument, and continuing on for 
four blocks, would be the commercial town. It 
would be a 21st-century town of some beauty. 
But it would not be anchored by its history. 

It is now possible to see that the Hopping 
House and the Topping Rose House are not well 
integrated with the town and are difficult to 
get to. If, instead, this last corner is made into 
a small historic park, there is a connection, a 
public place to look out at those two mansions 
beyond the monument, thus creating a whole 
campus of historic buildings of considerable 
dimension surrounding a memorial. 

This a very major consideration. In New 
England towns, and our towns are very much 
New England towns, communities have survived 
with their heritage intact in a downtown 
historic complex. Hanover, New Hampshire has 
a thriving center of town, but at one end is the 
grand town green. Litchfield, Connecticut has a 
town green that runs as the centerpiece of the 
commercial district for three blocks. 

Here on the East End, East Hampton has 
kept its historic district intact—the pond, the 
cemetery, the windmill, the farmhouses—and 
now here is Bridgehampton, with an opportunity 
to do the same. 

Those of us who have been here for a long 
time have watched Bridgehampton rise from 
a town that had been an eyesore. The center 


of town, 50 years ago, indeed featured the two 
mansions by the monument. But one mansion 
was falling apart and the owner of it had rented 
out his front lawn as a gas station. The other 
mansion was also abandoned and falling apart. 
One attempt to revive this second mansion 
consisted of a proposal by the Sunoco company 
to build a second new gas station on its front 
lawn. Imagine this. If the citizenry had failed to 
rise up against this, there would have been two 
Greek Revival mansions, each with gas stations 
on their front lawns, facing each other, while on 
the third corner, the one under consideration 
today, there already was a Shell gas station. 
And there were more gas stations. Along the 
four-block Main Street, there were three others— 
one next to what is now Urban Archeology, one 
directly across the street from it, and one next 
to where World Pie is now. All are gone. And the 
town has prospered and thrived and now has 
come up to this major decision. 
Bridgehampton is a hamlet in the Town of 
Southampton, and Southampton is awash in 
Community Preservation Fund (CPF) money it 
collects as taxes from real estate sales to save 
open space. It has so much money socked away 
from this—about $30 million in 2014 alone so 
far —it doesn’t know what to do with it all. 
Based on what people have told me, I am of 
the belief that this last corner of the center of 
town can be purchased for about $7 million. 
I hope the town does this to complete 
the creation of a historic centerpiece to 
Bridgehampton. ga

drove down the driveway of our home on 

Three Mile Harbor Road this morning and 
stopped before venturing out into traffic.

My Longstanding 12-Year Relationship With Jason Kidd

P eople ask me about certain celebrities who — 


come out to the Hamptons. | know many of 
them. For example, there’s the basketball star 
Jason Kidd. This may surprise you, but I’ve 
known him for the past 12 years, from a time 
when I met him on a basketball court between 
my house and garage. We’re not particularly 
close, though. This is probably because Jason 
Kidd knows nothing about it. 

Jason Kidd is one of the greatest men to ever 
play the game. At 6 foot 4 he’s not particularly 
tall, although he’s a head taller than me. He’s 
also not particularly fast. What he is, however, 
is incredibly smart. You can watch him on film 
footage from his playing career and you can 
see how he simply commands the entire court. 
He knows where everybody is at every moment 
and where they are headed. And he acts on it. A 
flick pass to someone unexpected and there’s a 
quick two-point layup. Or he will fake that flick 
pass and go in to make it himself. He sees. He 
acts. He’s a game changer. He’ll wind up in the 
Basketball Hall of Fame for his ability to do this. 

Most of the first three years of his career 
were played with the Dallas Mavericks. With his 
assists, shots and rebounds—though not tall, 
he predicts where the ball is coming down, and 
there he is—he was Co-Rookie of the Year and 


an NBA All-Star. He was traded to the Phoenix 
Suns in 1996, and they made the playoffs five 
years in a row. When he’d come to town, he’d 
decimate the lowly Knicks or the Nets. I had 
a friend who was part owner of the Nets and 
would invite me to watch them on their home 
court in the Meadowlands. What a sorry bunch 
the Nets were. But watching Jason was amazing. 

All that time, I was shooting hoops at a 
half court out by my garage. I'd take 80 or 90 
shots at a session, break a sweat and get a 
good workout. It wasn’t very imaginative. But 
working out is a good thing. 

And then, remarkably, in 2001, Jason Kidd 
was traded to the lowly New Jersey Nets. | 
thought it was terrific. And now he was leading 
the Nets into the finals. He did this in 2002 and 
then again in 2003. 

That year, in 2003, I decided Kidd ought to be 
playing with me in my backyard. It was spring. 
The season was over. How could he refuse? 

So I set up a game. On one side would be 
the New Jersey Nets. On the other would be 
the New York Knicks. I'd play on both sides. 
First the Nets would shoot and either score 
two points or miss and I'd run for the rebound, 
and now it was the Knicks who’d get their shot. 
That way, alternating shots between the two 
teams with hook shots, jumpers, two handers 
and layups, one team would get ahead a bit, 


So | set up a game. On one side 
would be the New Jersey Nets. On 
the other would be the New York 
Knicks. I’d play on both sides. 


then the other. But then, late in the game, I'd 
bring in Jason. And almost always, he’d come 
in and when it was the Knicks ball, he’d steal 
it and then fire a pass down to an open man 
(me, running around) and the Nets would 
score. Slowly the Nets would pull away and, 
as my 80-shot game would approach its final 
moments, Marv Albert would scream into his 
microphone and the crowd would go wild. Then 
the buzzer would sound. 

I did this for several years, winter and summer 
in those years, through 100° heat and ice and 
snow and it felt good. I was especially proud 
when Jason would come in to play. 

In my third year doing this, however (this 
was about 2004), I slipped on some ice and got 
a badly sprained ankle. My wife said I’d have to 
quit basketball, and I did. | shook hands with 
Jason. He trotted off. 

In 2008, the Nets traded Jason back to the 
Dallas Mavericks, now a really good team, and 
it was there in 2011 that (Continued on next page)

he led them to the championship. I watched it 
all on TV. Go Jason, go! 

In 2012, at the age of 38, Jason returned to 
New York to play for the Knicks. He lifted the 
team, but not to win anything that season. Only 
a few months before, Jason had driven out east 
and bought a house for his wife and two kids in 
Southampton. It was a big deal and a nice big 
McMansion, but he could afford the $6 million. 


He was now a Hamptonite. 

I tried to contact him that summer because 
I wanted to interview him for Dan’s Papers. 
People were working on making this happen—I 
even invoked my old friend who used to own 
the Nets—but then in the middle of July of that 
year, 2012, he went out to a nightclub with his 
wife and had some drinks, his wife eventually 
left, and he then got behind the wheel of his car 
and drove it into a pole in Water Mill. | know 
all this because it was in all the papers. He was 
arrested and charged with DWI (he later pled 
guilty to misdemeanor driving while impaired). 

I figured he’d want to lay low for a while. So I 
gave up trying to contact him. 

In June 2013, it was announced he would be 
coaching the Nets, who were now playing in

Brooklyn! Again I tried to get a hold of him, but 
this time the message came back that the suits 
at the Nets didn’t want him bothered while 
learning how to coach. So I backed off again. 

Turns out Jason is a great coach. He got our 
Nets into the playoffs, where Miami beat them. 
After that, I again asked friends to try to set up 
an interview. I also tried to remind Jason of our 
happy days together in 2002-04 in my backyard. 
I'd written a story and published it in Dan’s 
Papers in 2013, about how terrific he was with 
his amazing passes and shots from downtown 
for three. He was leading the Nets to victory 
almost every day. I emailed that story to him. 
But he never replied. 

Then it was announced that Jason would 
be leaving the Nets. He’d gotten a better job, 
coaching the Milwaukee Bucks, a team who 
might be able to win another championship. 
He’d start there in the fall of 2014. Turns out 
the Bucks had given Kidd the right to choose 
which players to hire for the squad and full 
control over basketball operations, something 
Brooklyn would not do. 

What I have to say at this point is that I 
wish Jason luck out there in Milwaukee, and 
if he finally does decide to call me to give an. 
interview after reading what I wrote, I’d just 
have to turn him down. 

The time’s passed, is all, I'd tell him. Sorry - 
about that. Come back to coach here, though, 
and, well, we could get it on. 

Of course, you are always welcome to stop 
by our house and we'll whomp you up a good 
dinner. Any time. Just call ahead. &

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Hamptons Surf Secrets from Local Pro Surfer Kurt Rist

S ince catching his first wave at age 7, 
professional surfer Kurt Rist has been 
hooked. The 28-year-old Southampton native 
has slowly raised the stakes over the years, 
from spending his pre-teen years compulsively 
surfing Flying Point Beach to chasing big waves 
in Hawaii, and most recently, Ireland. 

While destinations like Puerto Rico or Tahiti 
may be more common, Rist followed friend and 
fellow co-worker Dylan Stott to the Emerald 
Isle in October 2010 after seeing pictures of the 
huge waves on the northwest coast. _ 

Rist admits the conditions were harsh, with 


a great deal of rain, wind and darkness. But the 


waves made up for it. 
“(This past winter] we were surfing 20-to-30 
foot waves every two weeks,” says Rist. “The 
-next piece of land in the way of those huge 
storms [that were hitting the Northeast] is 
Ireland. All those snowstorms equaled huge 
waves in Ireland.

“It is the most big-wave time I have ever 
spent,” adds Rist. 

Admitting that he broke a few boards in the 
big swells of Sligo County, Rist says his surfing 
crew made safety a priority, going out with a 
rescue team on jet skis if the waves were bigger 
than 20 feet. 

This past winter, Rist rode a 60-foot-plus 

wave off the coast of Sligo. The ride put Rist 
on the map of big-wave surfers internationally 
and earned him a lead role in surf film Empire 
Now. The ride also earned him an entry into the 
Billabong XXL Global Big Wave Awards Contest. 
It was one of five rides he was able to enter 
and, though he didn’t win, he was invited to the 
awards ceremony in Los Angeles last May. 

“It is a very rare wave, it breaks once every 
five years. It is two miles off the Sligo coastline,” 
says Rist. “Dylan towed me in at the perfect 
spot. That was the fastest I pace ever gone on 
a surfboard.” 

When he is not chasing big waves, Rist runs 
his surf school, Surf Hampton, inherited from 
his uncle, Vinny McGann. Rist first began 
working at Surf Hampton when he was 13. 

The camp has anywhere from 20 to 30 kids 
with zinc faces and wetsuits, running around 
in the sand and boasting about the 13-foot 
wave they caught the other day. Although the 
instructors say that, “No, that 10-year-old did 
not catch a 13-foot wave, and no, there is no 
way we would let a kid out in that kind of surf,” 
the enthusiasm is contagious as they scarf 
down watermelon for their mid-morning snack. 

“A lot of people think of New York and they 
don’t think of ocean culture. But I want people 


to know that there is a great ocean culture out 
here,” says Rist. 

Ready to go surfing but don’t have the 
gear? Rist recommends Sunrise to Sunset in 
Southampton as one of the longest running surf 
shops on the East End. 

Have the gear but don’t know where to go? 
Rist gives an exclusive look at the best breaks 
in Southampton Town this year. 

Hampton Bays: 

Ponquogue Beach Pavilion—Located on 
the western side of the Inlet, this beach has 
consistent surf thanks to the jetty. 

Southampton: 

Shinnecock East County Park “Flys”—Located 
on the eastern side of the Inlet, this is also a 


fairly consistent break. To park, you need a 
Green Key permit, available at the entrance. 

Cryders—A Southampton Village beach 
located west of the Bathing Corporation, this 
outside break is great for big swells. You need a 
Village parking permit until September 15. 

The Cut—Located between Scott Cameron 
Beach and Flying Point Beach, there can be 
great surf when Mecox Bay is dredged through 
to the ocean. 

Bridgehampton: 

Mecox Beach—Rist believes was the best 
surfing break in Southampton this summer, 
thanks to several small sandbars off the coast. 

Sagg Main Beach—This has a great break when 
Sagaponack Pond is dredged to the ocean. @&

t the age of 38, journalist Gail 
Sheehy published a book, 
Passages, which remained on The 
New York Times best-seller list for 
three years and which the Library 
of Congress named as one of the 
10 most influential books of our 
times. It was a success not only 
in America, but in most civilized 
countries around the world. It 
was translated into dozens of 
languages. 
Since that time, Gail has written 
a dozen more books, including 
biographies and character studies 
of many prominent people in the 
world, including both Presidents 
Bush, Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev, Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and most 
recently Hillary Clinton. She has 
just published a memoir of her 
life and times, and, to promote 
the book, will be speaking at 
Christies to the Aspen Institute’ 
Fellows in Manhattan’ on 
Thursday September 11 at the 
Harvard Club of New York on 
Friday and at the East Hampton 
Library on Saturday, September 
13 at 2 p.m., after which she goes 
off on tour. Gail, whose primary 
residence is in New York, has had 
a home in the Hamptons, first in 
East Hampton and then in Sag 
Harbor, for most of her adult life. 
Gail was born and raised in 
a ranch house by the harbor 
in Mamaroneck, New York, the 
daughter of an advertising man 
with offices in Manhattan and a housewife 
mom. She has a sister who is nine years 
younger. 
“In that era,” Gail told me, “girls got married 
to ‘the right man’ and boys grew up hoping to 
get a high-paying job.” 
_ Amongst her teenage girlfriends, they called 
their town “Mom Around My Neck.” On the 
other hand, Mamaroneck High School was a 
totally integrated school. There were the rich 


kids from Larchmont, middle-class and poor — 


working-class kids, many of Italian heritage. 
And there were the black kids. 

“All of us kids rode bikes around town. Once 
in a while, I’d invite one of my black friends 
home for lunch. | thought it was my duty. But 
my mom would set us up at a picnic table in 
~ the backyard so people on the block wouldn’t 
notice.” 

She confesses she did some dumb dares, 
starting in her third week at college, which was 
at the University of Vermont in Burlington. 

She’d met a worldly veteran and they fell 
immediately in love. He persuaded her to elope. 

“He came to our dorm late one night and put 
a ladder up against the outside wall, and all my 
girlfriends cheered me on as | climbed down

into his arms and we drove off—so romantic. | 
thought.” 

They got only as far as the Vermont border 
before Gail had second thoughts and told her 
Lothario she’d like to call her mother. They 
found a payphone. 

“Mom, I’m eloping,” Gail blurted. 

“With whom?” she asked. 

“He’s a surgeon.” 

“Are you talking about McCarthy? He’s a tree 
surgeon.”

“Is Dad there?” 

“Dad’s getting a shotgun. Come 
home. We'll talk about this.” 

Gail was telling me this story 
last Friday as we sat at an 
outdoor table having coffee at 
the Amagansett Farmers Market. 
She remembered this so vividly. 

“Here was the deal my 
father offered,” Gail continued. 
“Dad would pay for me to go 
back to college, but this could 
never happen again. I’d have 
to telephone all my professors 
to ask them to take me back. 
And it was okay for me to be an 
English major, but that wouldn’t 
earn me carfare. When I finished 
school I’d need to get a job and 
immediately support myself. So 
I'd have to have a dual major: 
Home Economics. All this or he 
wouldn’t pay for my school.” 

Gail agreed. She really wanted 
to go back to school. Learning, 
she was realizing, was more 
important than anything else. 

“And I became a born again 
virgin,” she said. “From 18 until I 
got married at 23, I did not sleep 
with another man.” 

“And actually,” she continued, 
“taking courses in Home 
Economics turned out to be a 
really practical job preparation. 
We studied economics, design, 
marketing, oral presentation, 
social psychology. As a result of 
these classes, I got the best job in 

my graduating class.” 
This would be back in New 
York City. After securing an 
apartment (with roommates), she 
went to see the executives in the home office 
of J.C. Penney, the department store chain. 
The middle level executives didn’t know what 
to make of a female applicant. Women worked 
on the floor. So they kicked her upstairs to the 
boss, to the founder of the firm, James Cash 
Penney. 

“So I was interviewed by this rosy-cheeked, 
cheerful older man and we hit it off. He 
practically had me sit in his lap. ‘We have one 
other girl applicant,’ he said. | dared to ask, 
‘Do you pay girls the same as the boys?’ He 
thought about it. ‘Well, we should,’ he said. 
And soon, they did. And that, I later came to 
realize, was my first contribution in the fight to 
get equal pay for women with men.” 

The job was certainly interesting. Gail was 
placed in the marketing department and 
traveled to small cities all around the country 
such as Abeline, Texas and Kansas City, to put 
on small fashion shows about the company’s 
products. She enjoyed this work very much. 

Two years later, she and a girlfriend were 
sitting in the White Horse Tavern down in the 
Village when two men came over to talk to 
them. One of them, with a heavy English accent, 
introduced himself as (Continued on next page)

Squadron Leader Greville Bell. He said he had 
flown in the RAF with the U.S. in Korea during 
the Korean War. 

“I wasn’t interested in him at first. But he 
kept calling me. Finally, one day he called, but 
without the English accent. ‘Actually, my name 
is Albert Sheehy from Shelton, Connecticut,’ 
he said.” 

“That might have put you off,” I said. 

“Actually, he was so playful about this that 
| found it charming. So, in the end, I married 
him.” 

That September, they moved to Rochester, 
New York so Albert could begin his studies at 
medical school. He wanted to be a doctor to 
serve mankind. Gail took on the role of PHT— 
Putting Hubby Through. She dared to ask for 
the job of fashion editor for the daily Rochester 
paper, the Democrat and Chronicle. Things 
went well for a while. 

The couple returned to New York City and Gail 
discovered she was pregnant. She landed a job 
as a feature editor in the Women’s Department 
of the New York Herald Tribune, a newspaper 
that directly competed with The New York 
Times. The country was now going through the 
first spasms of the Civil Rights movement and 


Gail started writing features about it. She wrote 
about nurses going to Birmingham, Alabama to 
tend to the wounded. She remembered being 
called into the top editor’s office at that time. 

“He held up my stories,” Gail said. “‘Are these 
your clippings?’ he asked. I told him they were. 
I thought he was going to fire me. ‘Keep it up,’ 
he said. 

At this point, Gail told me, she did something 
that she considers the one of many things she 
‘dared’ to do. Her new memoir, just out, is 
called Daring: My Passages. 

It actually involved a passageway. 

“I sneaked down four flights from the women’s 
department to the newspaper’s city room. | 
was crossing the Demilitarized Zone. I was 
determined to pitch my best story to the 
charismatic editor who was incubating New 
York magazine inside the pages of the Herald 
Tribune. I could have been fired for this. Outside 
his office, | heard his commanding voice. ‘What 
do you mean you don’t have my reservation!’ 
he was barking to a restaurant. ‘I’m hosting a 


senator. And my wife is opening on Broadway.’ - 


His wife was the actress Pamela Tiffin.” 

“This must have been very intimidating,” | 
said. 

“It was. I felt myself shrink, but I said, ‘Mr. 
Felker?’ He looked up. ‘It’s Clay. Where did you 
come from’?’ he asked. ‘The Estrogen zone,’ 
I told him. He laughed. So I pitched him the 
story. It was summer. A group of loser guys who 
rented a house on Fire Island were advertising 
for pretty girls to sit on their beach blankets. 
These girls would attract other girls. They were 


holding what amounted to ‘Specimen Viewing 
Parties.” 

“Did you go to a specimen viewing party?” he 
asked me. “Yes.” Felker thought for a moment. 
“Then write the scene just as you described it,’ 
he said. ‘We'll call it the flypaper people.’ 

“This was totally new—writing nonfiction 
stories in scenes with dialogue and 
characterization,” Sheehy recalls. “It was the 
beginning of the New Journalism” 

At this particular time, the Herald Tribune 
was hemorrhaging money. Felker’s new high- 
style city magazine, tucked in its Sunday edition, 
was an immediate and stunning success. But it 
wasn’t enough and the newspaper failed. So did 
Gail’s first marriage. 

“As it turned out, Albert really did become a 
dedicated doctor,” she said. “Unfortunately, he 
was an unfaithful husband. Four years into it, he 
had an affair, and I left him.” 

Because Clay Felker didn’t want the magazine 
he founded to die, he borrowed $6,000 from a 
friend (Barbara Goldsmith, Gail told me) and 
plucked the name “New York ” out as the Herald 
Tribune sank. 

“And now I began working for him,” Gail told 
me. “Those next nine years were among the 
most exciting in my life.” 

New York was fully engaged with the Civil 
Rights movement. Its third issue featured a 
story about Andy Warhol’s superstar, Viva. 
She was lying naked on a sofa, all drugged 
out. It caused a sensation. Many advertisers 
pulled their ads. But there were new ones to 
replace them. (Continued on page 36)

“Our offices were on the fourth floor of a 
former Tammany Hall hangout on East 32nd 
Street,” Gail said. “It was one very long and 
narrow room. Clay felt we should all work in 
one open space so all of us would know what 
everybody else was doing. Of course with his 
booming voice, you’d mostly hear Clay. ‘Well 
look who’s here!’ or ‘T’ll make you a star!’ Those 
were the greetings you longed to hear. But there 
were others, when somebody didn’t deliver on 
deadline. And we’d all cringe.” 

Felker hired, among others, Tom Wolfe, Gloria 
Steinem and Jimmy Breslin. 

Gail wrote a_ sensational piece called 
“Redpants and Sugarman” about prostitutes, 
pimps and johns. Many were being murdered 
at that time in New York. She did an interview 
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with Bobby Kennedy in California, one of the 
last before he was shot. 

And then, as Clay’s marriage crumbled, Gail 
took up with him. He was 42, she was 30. But 
there would be no marriage plans, not for a very 
long time. “Marriage was not what people were 
doing in our group then.” 

It was about that time that she and Clay and 
Gail’s small daughter, Maura, began coming out 
to the Hamptons. They rented a small house 
in Georgica directly across the street from a 
mansion in East Hampton that was to become 
famously known as Grey Gardens. 

“One day, we found a box of kittens in our 
driveway. Maura, who was 7, said ‘Let’s take 
these to the cat house,’ which was the house 
across the street.” 
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In this nearly abandoned house, behind 
vines and wild foliage, there lived Big Edie and 
Little Edie, aunt and cousin to Jackie Bouvier 
Kennedy, respectively. The house was a wreck, 
peeling paint, broken windows. Authorities 
later counted 23 cats living there, too. 

“We walked over with the kittens, my daughter 
and I, and climbed up the steps to the rickety 
porch, and knocked on the door. Little Edie 
Beale came up behind, and after introductions, 
my daughter said the most endearing thing 
to her. ‘It must be so much fun to live in a 
house you don’t have to clean up.’ Anyway, 
we became friends. We’d go to the beach with 
Little Edie. She’d pick up conversation where 
we'd left off. She had nobody to talk to, except 
her mother, who just criticized her and bossed 
her around.” ; 

Gail wrote a story about Grey Gardens for 
the magazine. The mansion had been built by 
the Bouviers in the 1920s and there was no one 
taking care of it. Mr. Beale had gone broke. He 
then abandoned them. Where was the rest of 
the wealthy Bouvier family to step in? 

This article resulted in the Maysles brothers 
making a classic documentary film called Grey 
Gardens. After that, there was a book, two 
movies and even a Broadway musical. Grey 
Gardens embedded itself in our American 
culture. _ 

| asked Gail how she came to write Passages. 

“At a certain point, Clay agreed to let me 
go to cover the ‘troubles’ in Northern Ireland. 
It went well at first. But after a peaceful civil 
rights march in Derry, I climbed up to an 
outdoor balcony on a block of flats in the 
Catholic Bogside and suddenly the shooting 
started. British paratroopers were jackknifing 
out of armored cars and shooting at unarmed 
civilians. IRA sharpshooters began firing back. 
It was Bloody Sunday. A young Irish boy about 
14 came running up the stairs to help me, when 
suddenly a bullet tore into his face. I bent to try 
to put him back together—up to that moment, 
I thought everything could be fixed. But we 
were pinned down in crossfire. Others came 
and we inched up the steps like a caterpillar. 
We had to get this boy inside. Who would crawl 
out in crossfire to bang on a door? I wasn’t 
going to volunteer—until a bullet whizzed past 
inches from my nose. I hurled myself against a 
door and we were all taken in to hiding. I was 


terrified.” 


“And the boy?” 

“He was dead. I was traumatized by this. Here 
we were living our innocent lives. And where 
was Clay? Busy being Mr. New York. Going 
to parties. | became very unsettled. Should I 
have another child? Clay didn’t have time for a 
baby. Was I making a contribution to society? 
Our relationship soured and I moved out. 
This seminal moment in Ireland became the 
foundation for my book, Passages. Everybody 
goes through crises. But maybe some crises 
are identifiable, | thought. Maybe they can 
be predicted.

Many of your landscapes have titles alluding 
to local spots, like “Shinnecock Moon” and 
“Noyak Creek,” when did your connection 
with the East End of Long Island begin and do 
you currently spend time here? 

I first visited the East End of Long Island 
about 20 years ago when Laura Grenning from 
the Grenning Gallery invited me over to spend 
the summer. I fell in love with the place and 
have come back every summer ever since. 

Now I visit with my family, and while here | 
dedicate my work solely to landscape painting. 
The rest of the year you can find us in Florence. 


What motivates you to 
paint? 

When I am out here, I find 
myself painting all around 
the area, from bay to ocean, 
from dunes to the woods. 
I think that what keeps me 
inspired year after year is 
the gorgeous light of the East 
End. 


When did you first know 
you wanted to be an artist? 
When I was in my teens The artist at work 
back in my hometown of ; 


Maracaibo, Venezuela. I had the opportunity ~ 


to come across a group of realist artists that 
were working on murals for churches and 
public buildings. I started my apprenticeship 
with them and have since dedicated all my 
life to art. 


This cover, “July Evening, Sag Harbor,” 
captures the light and color or the harbor 
brilliantly—was it painted right there? Or do 
you get an idea and then work in your studio? 

Sometimes I paint my large landscapes in 
my studio based on sketches, memory and 
invention. This particular picture, though, 
was painted on site, in the course of a few 
sittings under the Sag Harbor bridge next to the 
fishermen. It was a bit of a game for me to try 
to recognize some of the boats that would leave 
and return each evening to the harbor. 


Who are the artists that you 
most admire? 

When I think of landscape 
painting I always’ keep 
in mind the work of the 
Macchiaoli school. They were 
a late 19th century Tuscan 
group of painters that are 
referred today as the Italian 
impressionists. Also, I find 
that the internet has offered an 
endless source of inspiration. 
I have come across many 
contemporary realists artists 

that I find fascinating. Lately, 
for example, I’ve been admiring the work of 
young Russian realists on Facebook. . 


Where can we see your work next? 

~ September for me is the beginning of a new 
year of work ahead.

obsessed. And certainly nobody was writing 
about women going through their crises.” 

Three years later, she finished Passages. She’d 
traveled around interviewing people, doing 
research. She had no reason to believe this 
book would succeed. Also, she was broke. 

Gail escaped to Italy with a girlfriend and 
their children when the book came out. She 
didn’t want to be in the States to read the 
reviews. Clay called. 

“Do you want to hear The New York Times 
review?” he asked. 

“No.” 

“What if I told you Passages is Number One on 
The New York Times Best-Seller List.” 

The book is about taking chances, changing 
your life, going through a passage to a new 
place. These can feel like little deaths, but they 
lead to growth. When you get to the other side 
everything feels new. 

At this point, Clay invited Gail to take a 
holiday vacation with him to Thailand. There 
they renewed their relationship. But they also 
learned of children who had been forced to 
flee the Pol Pot regime in Cambodia. Now in 
refugee camps in Thailand, they were unable to 
go further because the American government 
had shut down the pipeline for refugees of the 
Vietnam War. 

“Maybe there’s a child for you here,” Clay said. 
Gail had never thought of a foreign adoption. 
But she was heartsick over her only child going 
off to college. 

“Why don’t we go out to the camps?” Gail 


said. 

It was their next to last day in Thailand. 

“Give up an afternoon?” 

“We're going.” 

They met a brave girl of 12, whose only name 
was Mohm. They filled out the paperwork. They 
came home without her. Mohm and Gail wrote 
one another letters, neither one of which, it 
turned out, were delivered. And then, one day, 
about nine months later, there was a message 
on Gail’s answering machine in New York. 

“Phat Mohm arriving, tomorrow, 8:30 p.m. 
JFK.” 

Gail and Clay adopted Mohm together and 


Clay rebuilt his apartment so they could be © 


married there and start a new family. 

In 1979, Clay lost control of New York magazine. 
He had tried to expand the company by starting 
a magazine like New York in Los Angeles. 
But he had to take in Wall Street investment 
bankers to finance this. They now were the 
senior partners. As a result, Rupert Murdoch 
stepped in, bought the magazine, weathered 
a strike by the staff and then Clay Felker 
was out, 

“Kay Graham of the Washington Post tried 
to save New York for Clay,” Gail said, “but it 
didn’t work. After that New York went through 
a long dark period of absentee ownership. Until, 
finally, it was revived by Bruce Wasserstein and 
Adam Moss.” 

Clay continued on in the New York publishing 
business but never matched the success he 
had with New York. Gail continued to write. In 


the Hamptons, the family first lived in a rented 


house on Wainscott Stone Road. Then, a realtor 
called Gail. 

“She said, ‘It’s time for you to buy a house.’ 
And she was right. For the first time, I had some 
money, from Passages. I didn’t know what to do 
with it. ’'d put it into a house. I fell in love with 
an 80-year-old farmhouse on Baiting Hollow 
Road in Georgica at the intersection with Darby 
Lane. It had a pool and a lawn. But the thing | 
really loved about it were the hallways leading 
off to different rooms. You could get lost in it. 
Find privacy in it.” ; 

Gail and Clay lived there raising Maura and 
Mohm (pronounced like Ohm) for the next 
30 years. They had many get-togethers, many 
friends. Today, Mohm is a chef in an inn in 
upstate New York. Maura is a psychotherapist 
in Brooklyn with three children. 

In 2008, Clay died at the age of 82. A year 
before, as the country neared collapse into 
its long economic malaise, Gail asked a Wall 

Street friend when she should sell her 
house. ‘Last year,” he said. So she gave up 
the house that Passages bought and moved 
to a smaller house in Sag Harbor, where she 
lives today. She spends most weekends in 
the Hamptons, enjoys tennis in Mashashimuet 
Park, kayaking and visiting with friends. 

She is also embarking on a lecture tour. But 
her’s will not be normal lectures. She is working 
with a drama coach to turn these lectures into 
dramatic presentations. And she has started

Greenport’s Maritime Festival Is Next Weekend

as reenport, the seaport jewel of the North Fork, 
is gearing up for its annual Maritime Festival 
September 19-21, and this year is a special one as the 
festival celebrates its 25th anniversary. The weekend 
is all about the roots of this seafaring town and its 
ongoing efforts to support the restoration of the “Bug 
Light” Lighthouse and other museum projects. 

Every year the fest gets bigger and better. Last 
year saw 40,000 people streaming through the 
streets, enjoying everything from seafood to parades 
to crafts to ship tours. This year they expect even 
bigger crowds as some new events have been added 
to the mix. 

“The main event we have expanded this year is 
the opening night Land and Sea Greenport Gala [at 
Claudio’s] on September 19 from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m.” 
says Keturah Hurst, Special Events Coordinator for 
the festival. “It’s been expanded into a full-blown gala 
with music, local foods, drinks, an auction and an 
afterparty. We will be honoring Otto Schoenstein, one 
of the pioneers among the extraordinary craftsmen 
responsible for the rebuilding of Long Beach Bar 
Bug Lighthouse. Schoenstein will also be the Grand 
Marshal of the parade on Saturday. Another special 
event that night is the unveiling of Greenport Harbor 
Brewing Company’s newest craft beer—the Bug 
House Ale.” 

“We will be celebrating Otto’s achievements, 
and the East End Seaport Museum and Marine 
Foundation. WEHM will be broadcasting live as 25 
local restaurants, six wineries, three spirit sponsors 


and one craft brew company share, showcase 
and highlight all the new and historic things that 
Greenport has to offer,” Hurst adds. All ticket 
holders will also enjoy free admission to the “official” 
afterparty that will be held from 9 p.m. to midnight 
at The Blue Canoe with live music by The HooDoo 
Loungers. 

On Saturday a big festive parade takes place along 
Main Street and along the waterfront after a blessing 
of the oyster fleet at 10 a.m. 

“The parade is always the most popular event 
as it showcases all of the community,” Hurst says. 
“Last year we had the First Annual Merfolk Contest 
that was a big hit and one of the most charming, 
adorable things. We modeled it after The Coney 
Island Mermaid Parade. Last year was only open 
to children ages 5 to 12, but the parents were so 
into it that they felt left out. So this year we added 
categories for the adults to dress as their favorite sea 
god merman or mermaid goddess and another one 
for infants and toddlers under 5 that can be wheeled 
in custom strollers. The families really got creative 
last year so I imagine this year will be outrageous. 
All the merfolk march in the parade then there is the 
judging at Mitchell Park at noon.” 

Saturday and Sunday have all-day events with 
boats displayed in Mitchell Park and the Village 
Marina. There will be special watercraft viewing, 
boat tours of the historic fireboat and one- or two- 
hour sailaways. The Maritime Museum and Railroad 


Museum will be open along with the Blacksmith . 


Shop, all having special demonstrations. There will 
be oyster shucking at the park.

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Little Montauk’s Big History Lives On

ontauk has an interesting and long history 

beyond its status as a summer playground. 
Native Americans, including the Algonquin-speaking 
Montaukett of the East End, have lived on Long 
Island for more than 4,000 years. The Montaukett 
tribe was closely related to tribes on the rest of Long 
Island, as well as to Massachusetts and Connecticut 
tribes. The Montaukett were dependent on the sea 
for their livelihood, and became experts at hunting 
whales. They became wealthy from the abundance 
of wampum, sacred beads made from shells found on 
Long Island, which prompted aggression from other 
jealous tribes. 

After Europeans first came to the area in the early 
1600s, the Montauketts were coerced into giving up 
their land. In the late 17th century, Chief Wyandanch 
signed over much of the territory of Long Island 
to English settler Lion Gardiner. Warfare and new 
diseases contributed to drastic population declines 
among the tribe. By 1879, the last of their land was 
sold to land developer Arthur Benson. 

One of the most notable Montauketts was Stephen 
Talkhouse, who was famed for walking the 30-50 
mile trip between Montauk and East Hampton or Sag 
Harbor and back every day. About 500 people are 
currently registered as part of the tribe, and native 
ruins are still visible today at the Montauk County 
Park. 

East Hampton settlers used Montauk as a summer 
pasture for cattle and horses. Established in 1658, 


Deep Hollow Ranch near Montauk 
Point is the oldest cattle ranch in 
the U.S. The ranchers laid out Old 
Montauk Highway in the 1700s, and 
the annual cattle drives became big 
local events. Three houses were built 
for the herders while they were in 
Montauk: First House burned down in 
1774, Second House (1797) is now a 
museum maintained by the Montauk 
Historical Society and Third House 
(1806) is now the headquarters for the 
County Park. 

Because of its geographical location, 
Montauk also has an _ important 
maritime history. Since the town was 
extremely important for foreign trade, 
George Washington commissioned the 
Montauk Point Lighthouse, which was 


built in 1796. The Coast Guard was stationed there 


for many years, and the army used it during World 
War Il. The still-active lighthouse is now a symbol 
and icon of Montauk. 

The schooner Amistad provides another chapter 
in Montauk’s storied history. The Amistad landed in 
Montauk in 1839 after slaves on board revolted. The 
white crew tricked them into thinking that they had 
returned to Africa, and they were captured when 
they arrived. This sparked a widely publicized court 
case in which the slaves were ultimately freed. There 
are also legends of pirate booty buried in Montauk, 
and it’s not uncommon to find liquor buried in the

sand dunes from the rum runners who 

smuggled it in during prohibition. 

Another famous moment in Montauk 
history came when Theodore Roosevelt 
and his Rough Riders were quarantined 

_ in the area for yellow fever after the 

Spanish-American War. They spent 

their time at Camp Wikoff in 1898. 

Montauk was a force in World War II as 

well. The Point, including Camp Hero, 

became a strategic military base. 

As a seaside town, fishing has long 
been a staple of Montauk life, and it 
has large commercial and recreational 

2fleets. Another “Fisher” has been 
= important in Montauk’s history—Carl 
£ Fisher, who purchased most of the East 

End from the heirs of Arthur Benson in 

1926. He had plans to turn Montauk into 
the “Miami Beach of the North,” laying out the town 
and building the Yacht Club, the Montauk Manor, 
the Playhouse, the tower in the center of town and 
the golf course. Although he lost everything in the 
stock market crash of 1929, the tourism industry was 
revived in the 1960s. 

Montauk houses a number of hotels and motels, 
unique when compared with the other South Fork 
towns. Locals and visitors alike are infatuated with 
its beautiful beaches, surfing, outdoor activities and 
diverse nature. The town continues to be defined 
by its connections to the sea, and it will assuredly 
remain a popular destination for years to come.

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Billy Bragg Brings Signature Sound to East End

hen Billy Bragg performs, the audience 

isn’t just treated to his signature British 
punk/American folk-rock sound. The iconic protest 
singer, whose career spans over three decades, also 
provides social commentary, relating his songs and 
lyrics to issues affecting lives today. 

Bragg comes to Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater on 
Friday, September 19, and the show will be a mixture 
of old and new tunes. “I’m playing solo again, which 
allows me to change the set around every night,” 
notes Bragg. 

The USS. leg of his current tour begins in Chicago 
on September 12. He'll be “riffing” in the Windy City, 
but by the time he gets to Riverhead, Bragg will have 

been exposed enough to U.S. news that if there are 
"any issues occurring that pertain to his songs, “I'll 


be able to say it in the introduction, so people will 
be able to better understand what I’m talking about.” 

Bragg has played Long Island before, headlining 
at The Stephen Talkhouse in Amagansett about a 
decade ago. The Suffolk Theater performance comes 
the day after the Scottish referendum, where the 
people of Scotland will vote on whether to become an 
independent nation or to remain a part of the United 
Kingdom. “[The referendum] will have ramifications 
for us in England, so there may very well be a song | 
sing that references it,” says Bragg. 

“In the broadest sense, I’m in favor of social justice 
[and people using] their votes to achieve social 
justice,” he continues. “The biggest enemy for those 
of us who want to make the world a better place is 
cynicism, [specifically] our own cynicism.” 

Bragg maintains that the greatest tool citizens of 
a democratic nation have in igniting social change is

the power to vote. “There are things I’m disappointed 
about, politics in [the U.K.], but the more people who 
vote, the better our system will be,” says Bragg. “It 
will be a reflection of who we are as a country. | have 
to fight my cynicism, and | encourage other people 
to do that as well.” If cynicism in the U.S. is born of 
ambivalence toward staying up to date on news or 
a jaded sense of democracy, Bragg calls on Twitter 
to weed through information, citing the social media 
site as.a place where you can determine what’s 
actually true. 

Despite social media’s power to rapidly relay 
information, Bragg still has a 20th-century view of 
the role of a protest musician, though he recognizes 
that the internet has changed the game. “Instead of 
writing a song and doing a gig, [young musicians] can 
take to Twitter or Facebook, whereas when I was 19, 
there was only one medium available to me.” 

There is no substitute for the community that 
live performance generates. Most recently, Bragg’s 
music brought him to St. Louis, where he played an 
impromptu gig the week after Michael Brown was 
killed in Ferguson, in a showing of solidarity for the 
people there. 

“I think a lot of people in St. Louis were hurting. 
Music gave people the opportunity to come together 
and express that they’re not the only ones who 
feel concerned about people [in Ferguson].”. The 
show benefitted the food pantry at Ferguson’s St. 
Stephen’s Episcopal Church. “Performance music 
has an element of communion, and you can’t really 
get communion on the internet,” notes Bragg. 

The British-born musician has toured extensively, 
and he says that it’s not hard to relate to both 
British and American audiences. “There are issues 
that pertain to both countries,” he says of the core, 
global need for social change. “[But] you can’t use 
soccer metaphors in the United States of America,” 
he laughs. 

Bragg’s career has spawned 13 albums. His most 
recent release is 2013’s Tooth & Nail, which has been 
billed as more mellow than his previous sounds. 

“I also write love songs,” Bragg points out. “It’s not 
all political.” go

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The Jam Session Rocks Bay Burger Thursdays

Ww alking into Bay Burger on a Thursday night, 
you might not know what hit you. Bay Burger 
may look like a casual burger joint on the side of the 
Bridge-Sag Turnpike in Sag Harbor, but on Thursday 
nights for the past seven years, this joint has been 
jumpin’. Some of the greatest jazz musicians alive 
today have walked through the doors and made 
audiences swoon while downing pitchers of beer and 
grass-fed beef burgers. One of the most remarkable 
things about the jam session is you just never know 
who’s going to walk in the door. 

The Thursday Night Live Band is comprised of 

founder and drummer Claes Brondal, stand-up bass 
player Peter Martin Weiss and Wayne Sabella on 
piano. Then there are the regulars: trumpet players 
and saxophonists, pianists and guitarists, whose 
musicianship has grown under the simultaneously 
playful and professional vibe of the jam session. And 
finally, the superstars: people like Morris Goldberg 
on sax, who’s toured with Paul Simon but makes it 
a point to come to Bay Burger on Thursday nights 
regularly. : 
_ The idea for the jam session was really born 
when Joe Tremblay, who owns Bay Burger with his 
wife Liza and father-in-law John Landes, was still in 
college. : 


Music brings people together as 
much as good food and drink, 
and they all mingle in the easy 
atmosphere at Bay Burger. 


“Having gone to school in New Orleans,” says 
Tremblay, “where live music just pours out of almost 
every restaurant in town, I was interested in having 
live music be a part of the restaurant.” 

Landes, who is passionate about public access to 
live music, collaborated with Claes Brondal to create 
a vision for the music in the space. 

“We’ve created magic in the sense of a mutual 
feeling between the musicians and the audience,” 
Brondal says. “The jam session is not pretentious. 
We try to create a space that musicians can create 
without fear. If you remove the element of fear, then 
there is much more room to create.” 

The jam has grown over the years, so now it is a 
staple in people’s weeks and the faces you'll see in the 
audience are familiar. Even in the depths of February, 
there’s a light on in Sag Harbor on Thursday nights, a 
place you can go and find community. 

As the summer heats up, the jam becomes a hot 
ticket, and you'll see cars lining the Bridge-Sag 
Turnpike well before the start time of 7 p.m.—so 
people can get their seats. 

“It’s grown organically over the years,” says 
Tremblay, largely due to the vision and efforts of 
Landes and Brondal. But it’s also been shaped by the 
community and the character of the musicians who 
happen to live out here.” 

The people of Bay Burger offered the space, 
and the Jam Session was clearly something the 
community was hungry for. 

“So many of the great musicians who play just 
showed up one night and keep coming back,” says 
Tremblay. “They steer the tone as much as we do as 
organizers. We didn’t set out for this to be strictly 
jazz, but it worked out to be what works best in the 
space and what the market responded to.” 

Perhaps the most important thing that the jam 
session has created in Sag Harbor and on the East 
End is an outlet for people to casually gather. Music 
brings people together as much as good food and 
drink, and they all mingle in the easy atmosphere at 
Bay Burger. 


“One of the best things about 
Thursday night jazz,” says 
Tremblay, “is that it’s given us a 
reputation as an establishment 
that’s connected to the 
community, and that is really 
important to a lot of people who 
live here.” ga. 


The Jam Session takes place 
every Thursday from 7 p.m. to 
9 p.m. at Bay Burger on the 
Bridge-Sag Turnpike in Sag 
Harbor.

How troubling for these fans that the films based 
on Atlas Shrugged have consistently revealed the 
book for what it is: a clumsily written, slow-moving 
mediocrity. Atlas Shrugged: Who Is John Galt? does 
nothing to change this legacy. It once again faithfully 
captures that Rand mediocrity on the screen—B-list 
actors and C-list production values combine to give 
the overall impression of an ’80s-era direct-to-cable 
affair. The question must be asked: if Ayn Rand and 
her followers were so against the mediocrity they 
saw all around them, how could they have allowed 
a book as poorly conceived as 
Atlas Shrugged to become their 
sacred text?

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The Grapes of Wrath at 75: Still pering

2014 marks the 75th 
anniversary of the publication 
of John Steinbeck’s The 
Grapes of Wrath. Steinbeck 
was a longtime resident of 
Sag Harbor and one of the 
Old Whalers Festival (now 
“HarborFest”) founders. His 
image graces the memorial 
windmill across the wharf 
from the Bay Street Theater. 

The Grapes of Wrath won the National Book Award 
in 1939 and, a year later, the Pulitzer Prize for fiction. 
But many Americans know this great American classic 
only by way of John Ford’s 1940 film starring Henry 
Fonda as Tom Joad—unless they were required to 
(and actually did) read it. 

The book inspired folk songs, theatrical 
adaptations and, of course, the film, while the title 
(from Revelations 14:19 and the 1861 “Battle Hymn 
of the Republic”) developed a critical life of its own, 
as ambiguous as the novel is clear and accessible. 
About his motives, Steinbeck, who came from a 
comfortable background, wrote that he wanted 
“to put a tag of shame on the greedy bastards” 
responsible for the Great Depression, and that he did

his “damndest to rip a reader’s nerves to rags.” That 


passion won him sympathizers, but also opponents, 
many of whom denounced him as a liar and a “Red.” 
(The book was banned from schools and libraries in 
his home county of Salinas, CA until 1941.) Indeed, 
it could be said that the novel makes a persuasive 
case for labor unions because it depicts the brutality 
unleashed on those who try to band together to 
fight horrific exploitation and cruelty. Driven off 
their land by tractors and banks and manipulated 
into working for nothing by greedy farm owners, 
hundreds of thousands took to the road where they 
heard there was work. Impoverished, depressed, 
many succumbed to starvation and disease. 

For sure, in light of the current conditions of 
Latino migrants and our country’s growing disparity 
between rich and poor, The Grapes of Wrath has 
timely significance, but it must also be said that it 
deserves to be re-read because it is well written. 
Steinbeck skillfully alternates stretches of dialogue, 
in dialect, with third-person overviews that fold the 
plight of the Joad family into a sweeping indictment, 
turning a family story into an iconic American epic. 
Route 66, later to be the subject of a jazz song, was 
in this ’30s classic “the mother road, the road of 
flight... A half million; people restive, ready to move, 
10 million more feeling the first nervousness And 
tractors turning the multiple furrows in the vacant 
land.” 

Although huge bec eta of scenes and dialogue 
were used in the movie, no visuals can deliver the 
equivalent of Steinbeck’s stark imagery, blunt diction 
and incantatory prose—Biblical rhythms wrought 
with clauses linked by coordinating conjunctions 
invoking the malign forces of nature, and of human 
nature. The movie ends on a somewhat hopeful note, 
the book is dark and unyielding. In the movie, Ma 
Joad delivers the famous “we're the people” speech, 
after the family has arrived in a well-run government 
camp. This scene comes in the middle of the novel, 
however, which then moves implacably toward a 
horrific conclusion. Tom has left, and though his 
lines, also, have become famous—“Wherever they’s 
a fight so hungry people can eat, Ill be there. 
Wherever they’s a cop beatin’ up a guy, I'll be there 

. An’ when our folks eat the stuff they raise an’ 
live in the houses they build—why—l'll be there”— 
nothing can alter the tragic course the Joads are 
on: the disintegration of the family, torrential rains. 
They leave the good government camp because they 
can’t find work, but it will be burned down anyway, 
and when some of the Joads do get temporary day 


jobs picking peaches for 5 cents per box, 
Tom soon finds himself in a nightmare 
scenario of strike-breaking brutality and 
exploitation, when five cents is reduced 
to two. 

Steinbeck bookends the story with 
scenes of rain, an opening sentence where 
gentle rains “did not cut the scarred 
earth,” and at the end, a devastating 
flood. The Joad boys are scattered to the 
winds. “We can’t start again.” 

But what of the possible promise of 
the title? Steinbeck uses the phrase only 
once. “In the souls of the people the grapes 
of wrath are filling and growing heavy, 


& cart sywRitll 
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will all be going the same way. And 
they'll all walk together, and there’ll be a 
dead terror from it.” Not if the combine 
owners have their way. Or if states now 
in the path of Latino immigrants shut 
down borders. Or if the violent vindictive 
prophecy of Revelations plays out: “So 
the angel swung his sickle to the earth 
and gathered the clusters from the vine 
of the earth, and threw them into the 
great wine press of the wrath of God. And 
the wine press was trodden outside the 
city, and blood came out from the wine 
press...”. If God’s truth marches on, as 
Julia Ward Howe wrote, it will be because 


growing heavy for the vintage.” Deep anger is what 
keeps people from fear and despair. But someday, 
Steinbeck also writes, “the armies of bitterness 


God “hath loosed his fateful lightning” of His “terrible 
swift sword.” A lot to ponder, which is what good 
literature prompts.

Fall Planting...and Replanting on the East End 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


In one of the gardens where 
I work, several peony plants 
are now living in semi-shade 
and several more have been 
overgrown by their neighbors. 
These peonies need new 
homes as they like full sun 
and good air circulation. This 
is the time of year to relocate 
them. 

With good growing 
circumstances, peonies can remain in place for many 
years—I have read as many as 100 years! But if yours 
do need to be moved, begin by choosing a sunny 
place with well-drained, fertile soil where they might 
be able to remain for years. 

Digging the clump is more difficult than one would 
think by just looking at the plant. Begin digging 
well outside the drip line of the foliage. I like to use 
a potato fork. Dig around the entire plant slowly 
and carefully. The roots are wide spreading and 
deeper than you think. Keep digging until you have 
“excavated” the whole plant. 

Depending on the size of your plant, the new hole 
you dig might need to be very large and deep. The 
roots can be very long, and ungainly. Some of the 
largest roots can be cut back but I like to plant as 
many of them as possible. Cutting the foliage to 
about 6” will help with the most critical part of peony 
planting—locating the buds in the hole. When the 


GARDEN 
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planting is finished, the highest bud 
must be no more than 1”—2” below the 
surface. If they are too deeply planted, 
they will not bloom. A wide and deep 
hole makes accurate planting easier. 
Water it in and keep moist. 2”~3” of 
light mulch is good for the first winter. 
(When mulching peonies regularly, 
remember the eyes must not be below 
the surface more than 1”-2”) 

If you want to divide a peony clump, 
dig it as described above and then 
remove enough soil to see the clump 
clearly. The plant grows from a crown 
and the crown has buds. Using a sharp 
knife cut sections from the crown with one to three 


eyes. This will not involve all of the roots. (Yes, that © 


one root that has only one eye can be planted, it will 
just take much longer to bloom) 

Locate a place for your new peonies as above and 
leave enough space for them to become the large 
ladies they want to be—3 feet apart is good. Cut large 
roots to about 8”—10” from the eyes and plant with 
the eyes only 1”-2” below the ground. 

If planted correctly with the right soil, light and 
water conditions, peonies will be a rewarding plant, 
requiring little care, for many years. And deer don’t 
like them—at least not yet! 

At this time of year, I am always glad I have 
planted dahlias. They seem to be at their showiest 
now and for the next month. My sister calls them 
“old lady flowers” but I think they are abundant and

exuberant. I have planted them in a 
cutting garden for several years and 
each week the client harvests dozens 
of flowers in several shapes, sizes and 
colors. Unless you plant the dwarf 
types (I don’t like them), they do need 
to be staked but what a small task to 
produce such glory! Our local garden 
centers always have good selections 
- of blooming plants at the correct time 
| Sto add them to the garden, but if you 
greally want to have fun, order some 
| £tubers from any of several places on 
line (I like Swan Island Dahlias) and 
plant them directly into the garden. 
The tubers are very affordable so you can buy a lot. 
Planting instructions are included. 

Plants are going on sale at the garden centers; 
trees, shrubs, perennials and many that are great 
houseplants. There are even large tropicals for those 
who have large sunny rooms and these will probably 
be discarded at the end of the season if not sold. I 
usually buy some magnificent somethings to see if I 
can keep them happy through the winter. Sometimes 
I can. This is a good and not expensive way to 
experiment and learn. 

You might want to stop deadheading and let some 
plants self-sow for next year. Happy Fall!

ur most recent visit to Page at 63 Main in Sag 

Harbor began with rosemary focaccia, chilled 
butter and something of a double take. We found 
the space transformed visually—there’s a lot more 
light throughout now. The mirrored bar area is cozy 
but cool and the back room is all new. Executive 
Chef James Carpenter has made changes that extend 
beyond the menu. You can see plants cascading 
down the wall that are a part of his aquaponic 
system.

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The East End’s Fall Bounty On Your Plate

It’s so easy to dive into the 
wonderful world of vegetables 
and fruits with the bounty of 
produce overflowing at our 
East End farm stands—I hardly 
know where to begin and just 
want to cook everything! 

One place to begin is with the 
following recipes. 

Happy harvest! 
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FARM STAND RATATOUILLE 

A classic ratatouille is prepared with a variety 
of vegetables and can be served warm or at room 
temperature. 

Ratatouille can also be served over pasta, rice or 
couscous. 

Serves 6 to 8 


2 medium eggplants, about 1 1/4 pounds 
kosher salt 

6 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil, divided 
1 large red onion, thinly sliced 

2 to 3 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

1 yellow pepper, halved, seeded and ribbed 
2 narrow zucchini, scrubbed, trimmed and thinly 
sliced 

2 pounds ripe tomatoes, peeled, seeded and 
shredded* 

1 teaspoon kosher salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

1/4 cup julienne of fresh basil 

2 teaspoons fresh thyme leaves 

1 bay leaf 


Preheat oven to 400°F. 


1. Slice the eggplant into rounds, about 1/2 inch 
thick. Place in a colander, lightly salt the layers; 
cover with paper towel and weight down to drain for 
30 minutes. Rinse and pat dry. Place eggplant slices 
in a bowl and toss with 3 tablespoons oil to coat. 
Arrange slices in one layer on a cookie sheet and 
bake for 15 minutes on each side. 

2. Meanwhile, warm remaining 3 tablespoons oil in 
a large heavy skillet. Put in the onions, toss to coat 
in the oil and sauté for 2 to 3 minutes. Add garlic and 
cook 1 minute longer. Add the peppers and zucchini 
and sauté for 5 minutes, tossing the vegetables 
occasionally. Add tomatoes and seasonings: stir to 
mix; then cover and simmer over low heat for 30 
minutes. Taste to adjust seasonings as necessary. 
Remove bay leaf. 

3. With slotted spoon, transfer cooked vegetables 
to a shallow earthenware casserole. Reduce any 
remaining liquid in the skillet and simmer briskly until 
light syrup then pour it back over the vegetables. 
Can be made ahead to this point and reheated or 
served at room temperature. 


*Submerge tomatoes in boiling water for 30 
seconds. Remove with slotted spoon and when cool 
enough to handle slip off the skins with the tip of a 
paring knife. Cut in half crosswise, hold each half in 
the palm of your hand and gently squeeze out the 
seeds. Chop or shred coarsely. 


BROCCOLI RABE WITH 

SWEET SAUSAGE AND POTATO 

Broccoli rabe and sausage are a classic combination. 
This a complete and tasty do-ahead meal. 


a 


2 bunches broccoli rabe or head broccoli 

4 sweet Italian sausages, casings removed 

1 1/2 pounds Yukon Gold potatoes, peeled and 
sliced 1/2-inch thick 

4 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

4 cloves garlic, sliced very thin 

1/2 cup chicken broth 

1/2 teaspoon hot pepper flakes 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 


1. Trim the broccoli rabe, discarding the tough 
bottom stems. Separate the leaves from the flowerets 
and place them in two separate bowls of cold water 
to soak for 15 minutes. (If cooking standard broccoli, 
separate florets and blanch in boiling salted water 
for 2 minutes and drain.) Meanwhile for the rabe, 
bring a large pot of salted water to the boil. Drain 
the leaves and put into the boiling water. Cook for 
2 minutes and add the drained flowers. Cook for 
1 minute longer and, with a large slotted spoon, 
remove greens to a colander to drain, reserving the 
cooking water. Put potato slices in the same water 
the broccoli rabe cooked in and cook at a brisk 
simmer, covered for about 15 to 18 minutes until 
tender but not falling apart. 

2. Meanwhile, warm oil in a large skillet and add 
garlic cloves. Sauté for 2 to 3 minute. Add sausage 
meat and cook breaking up the sausage with the 
back of a fork until crumbly. Cook until the sausage 
loses its red color, about 6 to 7 minutes. Add chicken 
broth and pepper flakes and bring to the boil. Place 
the broccoli rabe, or broccoli, over the sausage and 
season with salt and pepper. Layer the potato slices 
over the greens and add seasonings to taste. Cover 
pan and simmer over low heat for 6 to 8 minutes to 
heat the mixture through. Can be prepared several 
hours ahead; then warm over low heat. Serve hot.

ap n September 2, The Corcoran Group upped 
their marketing game in a big, bold way with 
the release of a new ad campaign featuring pictures 
by famed portrait photographer Annie Leibovitz.

of who you are.” She describes Leibovitz as a 


seasoned pro who knows exactly how to bring her 
subjects’ personality and passions to life. “She has a

the Topping family and their horses in Sagaponack; 
prima ballerina Misty Copeland on the Upper West 
Side; literary lions Andrew Solomon and John Habich 
Solomon in Greenwich Village; hOmE founders and 
brothers Evan and Oliver Haslegrave in Greenpoint, 
Brooklyn; landscape architect Mario Nievera in his 
Palm Beach pool; interior designers Mara Miller and 
Jesse Carrier in NYC; and restaurateurs Francesca 
and Hans Pauli in Southampton. 

The campaign has an estimated “mid-seven- 
figure level” budget through December, and will 
appear across a full complement of advertising and 
marketing platforms. It will continue throughout 2015 
(next year’s plan is currently under development).
